They intend to 
begin the organization of the work- 
ingmen into a party which will de- 
mand .the abolition of the -nobility, 
universal suffrage, including an exten- 
sion of the franchise to women, com- 
plete local autonomy with local parlia- 
ments similar to various state legisla- 
tures of America for Finland, Poland 
and Caucasus. Reports from the em- 
pire show improved conditions though 
trouble is threatened at Warsaw.

St. Petersburg. Oct. 31.—Emperor 


Nicholas issued a manifesto granting 
liberty to the Russian people and 
forever ending the rule of absolutism. 
Count Witte. the man of the hour and 
Russia's first premier, was the first to 
announce that Russia had been grant- 
ed a constitutibn. 


A perusal of the manifesto shows 


how complete is the emperor's abdi- 
cation of his autocratic power. 
The 


very style of the document is clear 
and direct and devoid of the bombas- 
tic phraseology which heretofore char- 
acterized his majesty's manifestos. It 
not only betrays real authorship, but 
shows that the emperor at last has 
Irretrievably bowed to the inevitable. 
He does not even conceal the fact that 
discontent and agitation of his sub- 
jects Has driven him to take the step 
and practcalJy yields everything—civ-

Ths Czar's Decree. 


The following is the text of the im 


perial manifesto: 


"We, Nicholas II, by the grace o 


God, emperor and autocrat of all the 
Russias, declares to all our faithfu 
subjects that the troubles and aglta 
tion in our capitals and in numerou 
other places fill our heart with exces 
sive pain and sorrow. 
The happi 


ness of the Russian sovereign is in 
dissolubly bound up with the happi 
ness of our people and the sorrow of 
our people is the sorrow of the sov- 
ereign. 
From the present disorders 


may arise great national disruption 
They menace the integrity and unit} 
of our empire. The supreme duty im- 
posed upon us by our sovereign of- 
fice requires us to efface ourselves and 
to use all the force and reason at our 
command to hasten in securing the 
unity and co-ordination of the pow- 
tr 
of 
the 
central 
govern- 


ment and to assure the success of 
measures for pacification in all cir- 
cles of public life, which are essen- 
tial to the well being of our people. 
We. therefore, direct our governmeu, 
to carry out our inflexible wiTI in the 
following manner: 


"First. To extend to the popula- 


tion the immutable foundations of 
civic liberty, based on the real invio- 
lability of person: 
freedom of con- 


science, speech, union and associa- 
tion. 


"Second. Without suspending the 


tlready ordered elections to the state 
douma. to invite to participation in 
the douma. so far as the limited time 
before the convocation of the douma 
trill permit, those classes of the pop- 
jlation now completely deprived of 
electoral rights, leaving the ultimate 
development of the principle of the 
electoral right in general to the 
newly established legislative order of 
things.

Berlin, Oct. 31.—Germany courts a 


new commercial treaty 
with th« 


United States. 
Baron Speck Von 


Sternberg, German ambassador to the 
United States, who sailed for New- 
York from Bremen, will on his arriv- 
al at "Washington this week submit to 
President Roosevelt the proposals of 
the German government for a new- 
trade agreement between the United 
States and Germany. The ambassador 
takes with him full knowledge of the 
German government's position and is 
prepared to negotiate. 
The foreign 


office was asked if in view of the pub- 
lic interest in the United States-on. 
this subject the imperial chancellor 
would not define Germany's attitude 
with 
some precision. Prince Von 


Buelow made the following statement: 


"An idea, I suspect, is abroad in 


America that the changes in the Ger- 
man tariffs and the modifying agree- 
ments with other European countries 
were in some respects directed against 
the United States and that Germany 
desired to damage the trade of the 
United States. This I am glad to say 
was never a motive with the German 
gor«rnmeat, and-iatire- -proposals-- <tert-- 
are about to be made are designed 
to increase the exchanges between 
the two countries and not to contract 
them. Germany is as little inclined to 
shape its commercial policy accord- 
ing to rigid dogma as the United 
States. We desire to promote the in- 
terests of our country and act in con- 
sideration of its economic needs. The 
old tariff of 1879, with the amendments 
added to it in the course of time no 
longer corresponded, In view of the 
development of Germany's economic 
life, with our interests. Germany's 
agriculture in particular suffered in 
consequence of the 
treaties of the 


nineties, whose chief purpose was to 
win foreign markets. 
For this reai- 


son special attention was given to 
German agriculture in the new tar- 
iffs. That this aim is not hostile to the 
commercial treaties and can be re- 
conciled with the spirit of considera- 
tion for the interests of other coun- 
tries we have already proved by the 
negotiations of a series of new com- 
mercial conventions. 


"A continuation of the present con- 


ditions unchanged is not possible if 
only for the formal reason that our 
agreement of 1900 with the United 
States is founded expressly upon tar- 
iff duties. Under the old commercial 
treaties with Eureopean nations these 
duties, in consequence of our new- 
tariff and our new commercial treat- 
ies, will he abolished at the end of 


1POG.

American agreement . will loss its 
basis when the new tariff goes into 
effect March 1. next, and therefore, 
the imperial government is under tha 
necessity of giving notice of the ter- 
mination of this agreement on March 
I.

Will be Introduced at Coming Session

This bill which provides for Nation- 


al aid to good-roads construction, and 
which would have been passed in the 
58th Congress but for lack of time, 
will be offered again in the Senate and 
House as soon as Congress convenes 
-.in December. There have so far been 
but two objectioss made to Federal 
aid. One was that it was not consti- 
tutional TO appropriate money for such 
purposes.

roads. Congress has in recent years 
appropriated money to build roads in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines.

But this is thrashing old 
straw: there is nothing to the adverse 
contention. The other objection is 
that Federal aid would destroy local 
interest in load building, and that the 
people will soon depend upon the Na- 
tional government to build their high- 
ways.

Richard A. McCurdy is past seventy 


years old. His father before him was 
connected with the Mutual Life com- 
pany.
